Record  Gifts  Pace  Early  Success 
In  Centennial  Renewal  Campaign 


Led  by  the  second  largest  individual 
gift  ever  to  any  Lutheran  college 
in  North  America,  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College  officials  have  announced 
that  the  college's  Centennial 
Renewal  Campaign  has  gifts  and  pledges 
totaling  more  than  one-half  of  the  $24  million 
goal. 

During  a  press  conference  on  campus 
preceding  the  Feb.  3  official  kickoff,  college 
officials  said  that  more  than  $13  million  has 
been  pledged,  including  the  three  largest  gifts 
in  the  school's  history.  Lenoir-Rhyne  had 
never  received  a  seven-digit  gift  in  its  first  98 
years,  but  the  Centennial  Renewal  Campaign 
already  has  attracted  three  commitments  of 
$1  million  or  more. 

The  lead  gift— $5  million  from  an 
anonymous  friend— is  the  second  largest  from 


an  individual  in  the  history  of  Lutheran 
higher  education.  Additionally,  two  promi- 
nent Hickory  families  have  made  historic  gifts 
to  the  school.  The  Harley  F.  Shuford  Sr.  fami- 
ly pledged  $2.5  million;  the  George  Founda- 
tion, $1  million.  Both  families  have  a  long 
history  of  support  to  the  college  and  to  other 
worthy  causes  in  the  Catawba  Valley  and 
beyond. 

"This  is  one  of  the  most  exciting  days  in 
the  history  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  College,"  said  Dr. 
John  E.  Trainer  Jr.,  president  of  the  college. 
"We  have  felt  very  positive  and  optimistic 
about  the  Centennial  Renewal  Campaign,  but 
I  don't  think  any  of  us  associated  with  the 
campaign  expected  us  to  be  more  than 
halfway  to  our  goal  by  the  time  of  the  official 
kickoff.  This  show  of  support  indicates  that 
people  truly  believe  in  Lenoir-Rhyne  and  its 


mission. 

Harley  F.  Shuford  Sr.,  general  chairman  of 
the  campaign,  said  the  results  are  gratifying, 
but  noted  that  much  more  work  remained  to 
be  done. 

"It's  a  great  way  to  kick  off  a  campaign,  but 
we  must  not— we  will  not— become  compla- 
cent," he  said.  "There  are  many  urgent  priori- 
ty needs  that  must  be  met,  and  we  still  have 
a  lot  of  work  to  do  to  reach  our  goal." 

David  W.  Hoyle,  chairman  of  the  L-R  Board 
of  Trustees  and  chairman  of  Phase  I  of  the 
campaign,  expressed  thanks  to  all  who  have 
contributed. 

"1  want  to  publicly  thank  the  Shuford  and 
George  families  for  their  generous  gifts," 
Hoyle  said.  "They  have  supported  the  college 
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for  many  years,  but  these  gifts  indeed 
are  very  special.  They  certainly  will  help 
set  the  pace  for  the  rest  of  the  campaign. 
We  look  forward  to  the  day  when  we 
can  publicly  acknowledge  and  thank  the 
person  responsible  for  the  largest  gift  in 
the  history  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  College. 

"We  also  want  to  thank  the  employees 
of  the  college  for  their  remarkable  sup- 
port. To  have  100  percent  of  all  full-time 
employees  contribute  to  the  campaign 
is  especially  pleasing;  we  don't  know  of 
any  other  college  or  university  in  the 
country  that  can  make  that  claim.  Their 
total  of  more  than  $410,000  is  truly  as- 
tounding." 

Dr.  Rufus  L.  Moretz,  professor  of 
religion,  and  a  faculty-staff  steering  com- 
mittee of  10  people  provided  the  leader- 
ship of  some  80  volunteers  who  sought 
pledges  from  the  college's  employees. 

Trainer  attributed  the  early  success  of 
the  campaign  to  two  factors.  "First  of  all, 
our  supporters  truly  believe  in  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  and  the  educational  ex- 
perience it  offers  to  its  students,"  Trainer 
said.  "Secondly,  we  have  leaders  in  the 
campaign  who  are  dedicated  to  the  col- 
lege and  to  the  campaign.  With  people 
like  Harley  Shuford  and  David  Hoyle  in 
key  leadership  roles,  you  know  the  cam- 
paign is  in  good  hands." 

Trainer  thanked  George  S. 
Blackwelder  Jr.,  chairman  of  the  cam- 
paign's Primary  Gifts  Division,  for  pro- 
viding the  impetus  for  the  campaign 
results  to  date.  Trainer  also  expressed 
his  gratitude  to  the  other  volunteer  cam- 
paign leaders  in  Phase  I— James  E. 
Phillips,  chairman  of  the  Major  Gifts  Divi-

sion:  Charlies  M.  Snipes,  chairman  of  the 
Special  Gifts  Division;  and  Carolyn  S. 
Moretz,  chairman  of  the  Community 
Gifts  Division  —  for  their  participation. 
The  Major  and  Special  Gifts  divisions 
kicked  off  their  portions  of  the  campaign 
with  the  official  launch;  the  Community 


Gifts  Division  will  be  seeking  pledges 
later  in  the  year. 

Phase  II  of  the  campaign— which  in- 
cludes alumni,  parents,  other  friends  of 
the  college  and  the  N.C.  Synod  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
America— will  be  conducted  in  1990-91.

Governor 
Praises,  Challenges 

Lenoir-Rhyne 


N.C.  Gov.  Jim  Martin  praised  Lenoir-Rhyne  Col- 
lege for  its  reputation  of  academic  excellence 
and  challenged  the  school  to  set  its  goals  even 
higher  in  the  future. 
Speaking  to  nearly  400  friends  and  supporters 
of  Lenoir-Rhyne  at  the  official  kickoff  of  the  Centennial 
Renewal  Campaign  on  Feb.  3  in  the  Cromer  Student 
Center,  Martin  said  that  Lenoir-Rhyne  has  been  a  shin- 
ing example  of  a  church-related  college  serving  its 
students  and  its  public  with  distinction. 

"Lenoir-Rhyne  has  fashioned  a  community  of  learning 
of  which  it  can  be  proud,"  he  said.  "At  a  time  when  some 
academic  institutions  are  hailing  a  high  failure  rate  as  a 
mark  of  academic  excellence,  Lenoir-Rhyne  —  without 
yielding  on  its  standards  of  academic  excellence  —  can 
justifiably  boast  that  60  percent  of  its  students  are 
graduating  within  five  years;  the  national  average  is  40 
percent." 

Lauding  the  college's  record  on  placing  its  graduates 
into  medical  and  law  schools,  Martin  pointed  out  that  75

percent  of  L-R  graduates  who  apply  to  medical  school 
are  accepted  and  that  85  percent  who  apply  to  law  school 
are  accepted.  The  national  averages  are  33  and  45  per- 
cent, respectively.  He  also  praised  Lenoir-Rhyne's  outstand- 
ing nursing  and  teacher-education  programs. 

"And  more  than  one-half  of  all  Lutheran  ministers  in 
North  Carolina  are  graduates  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  College," 
he  added.  "I'm  very  impressed  with  that  and  congratulate 
you  on  continuing  to  fulfill  the  mission  of  the  college 
which  was  established  with  your  founding  nearly  100 
years  ago." 

artin  also  challenged  the  college.  "Just  as  you 
have  been  shaped  by  your  past,"  he  said,  "you 
can  be  architects  for  this  college's  future,  with 
'Plus  Ultra'  as  your  watchword."  Plus  Ultra,  he 
explained,  means  "more  beyond." 

"The  motto  is  an  article  of  faith  that  there  is  more 
beyond,  if  we  but  bend  ourselves  to  the  task  of  harvesting 
the  possibilities.  We  all  stand  as  architects  of  our  future. 
Friends  and  alumni  of  Lenoir-Rhyne,  you  can  truly  be  ar- 
chitects of  this  institution's  future." 

The  audience  also  heard  remarks  from  John  E.  Trainer 
Jr.,  president  of  the  college;  David  W.  Hoyle,  chairman  of 
the  L-R  board  of  trustees  and  chairman  of  Phase  I  of  the 
campaign;  and  Harley  F.  Shuford  Sr.,  general  chairman  of 
the  campaign. 

Shuford  announced  that  $13  million  had  been  pledged, 
including  the  second  largest  individual  gift  in  the  history 
of  Lutheran  higher  education  in  North  America.  He  also 
thanked  the  volunteer  leaders  for  their  work  on  behalf 
of  the  college. 

"I  must  admit  I  was  a  little  skeptical  that  this  thing  could 
fly,"  Shuford  said.  "Twenty-four  million  dollars  is  a  lot  of 
money;  1  really  didn't  know  if  we  could  do  it.  But  when 
I  saw  the  way  the  faculty  and  staff  responded,  and  then 
the  way  others  in  community  got  behind  the  campaign, 
I  knew  we  could  reach  our  goal.  And  we  will  reach  that 
goal." 

Trainer  noted  that  the  kickoff  of  the  campaign  ranks  as 
one  of  the  top  events  in  the  history  of  the  college  and  ex- 
plained what  the  successful  achievement  of  the  campaign 
objectives  will  mean  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  and,  indeed,  to  the 
entire  Catawba  Valley  area. 

"This  campaign  will  allow  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  to  take 
its  appropriate  place  as  one  of  the  truly  finest  liberal-arts 
institutions  in  the  country,  bar  none,"  Trainer  said.  "This 
is  certainly  one  of  the  most  exciting  times  in  the  history 
of  Lenoir-Rhyne,  and  we  hope  everyone  associated  with 
the  college  to  support  the  Centennial  Renewal  Campaign." 
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Dedicated  Employees 

One-Hundred  Percent  of  Full-Time  Faculty,  Staff  Make  Commitments 

To  Centennial  Renewal  Campaign 


The  internal  phase  of  the 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College  Centen- 
nial Renewal  Campaign  has 
achieved  a  level  of  national 
significance. 
Faculty  and  staff  have  pledged 
$410,169  to  the  $24  million  campaign, 
but  even  more  impressive,  officials  say, 
is  that  100  percent  of  all  full-time 
employees  have  made  commitments  to 
the  internal  phase,  which  officially  con- 
cluded March  17. 

T.  Al  Wheeler,  fund-raising  consultant 
for  the  college  and  a  former  officer  with 
one  of  the  world's  largest  fund-raising 
counseling  firms,  said  the  figures  are 
very  impressive. 

"It's  truly  rare  for  faculty/staff  or 
employees  of  any  organization  to  com- 
mit 100  percent,"  said  Wheeler,  who  has 
worked   with   numerous   college   and 


university  campaigns  and  has  directed 
campaigns  at  such  schools  as  Penn  State 
University,  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Greensboro  and  Winston-Salem  State 
University. 

"In  addition  to  that  remarkable  100 
percent  figure,  the  employees  at  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  have  a  healthy  over-subscription 
of  their  campaign  goal  ($250,000)," 
Wheeler  said.  "If  you  put  the  two 
together,  I  don't  think  you  could  find  any 
college  in  the  country  with  comparable 
success.  I  certainly  have  never  been 
associated  with  a  campaign  with  this 
record.  It's  something  the  people  of 
Lenoir-Rhyne  can  be  extremely  proud 
of." 

David  W  Hoyle,  chairman  of  the  L-R 
Board  of  Trustees,  praised  the  college's 
employees.  "This  is  almost  unbelievable," 
he  said.  "The  message  from  the  faculty 


and  staff  is  loud  and  clear  to  everyone. 
That  message  is,  'We  truly  believe  in  the 
college  and  its  mission  and  in  the  impor- 
tance of  this  campaign.'  I  am  just  proud 
to  be  associated  with  these  caring, 
dedicated  people." 

Dr.  John  E.  Trainer,  Jr.,  president  of 
Lenoir-Rhyne,  said  the  employee  par- 
ticipation reinforced  what  he  "has 
known  for  years." 

"I've  said  for  the  nearly  five  years  I've 
been  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  that  we  have  soem 
of  the  most  committed  and  most  com- 
petent people  of  any  college  in  the  coun- 
try," he  said.  "This  is  just  another  indica- 
tion of  the  unique  spirit  that  exists  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne.  I'm  glad  to  be  part  of  it." 


About  Centennial  Renewal 


Centennial  Renewal,  with  the  acorn  logo,  was 
selected  as  a  name  for  the  campaign  to  symbolize 
certain  themes  which  strongly  relate  to  Lenoir- 
Rhyne's  past  and  present,  as  well  as  its  future. 
Renewal  is  defined  as  "the  act  or  process  of  restoring  to 
newness  or  perfection. ..to  make  new  spiritually. .to  begin 
again." 

Indeed,  like  its  founding  nearly  100  years  ago,  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  is  beginning  again,  looking  at  its  second  century  of 
educational  excellence  as  a  time  to  appropriately  take  its 
place  as  one  of  the  front-running  liberal  arts  institutions  in 


the  United  States.  And  the  Centennial  Renewal  Campaign 
is  the  seed  for  this  "new  beginning"  by  laying  the  founda- 
tion for  the  next  100  years. 

Therefore,  the  acorn  is  a  fitting  symbol  for  this  campaign. 
Beautiful  and  majestic  oak  trees  always  have  been  campus 
landmarks,  dating  back  to  those  days  some  100  years  ago 
when  four  Lutheran  ministers  surveyed  the  site  to  plan  the 
campus.

Long  Relationship  With  Lenoir-Rhyne

The  Shuford  families  of  Hickory  and 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College.  The  relationship 
between  the  two  represents  an  upstand- 
ing and  ongoing  tradition. 
And  that  history  of  support  has  reach- 
ed new  heights  with  the  Harley  F.  Shuford  Sr.  fami- 
ly's most  recent  commitment  of  $2.5  million  to 
Lenoir-Rhyne's  Centennial  Renewal  Campaign. 

"Dating  as  far  back  as  the  turn  of  the  century, 
the  Shufords  have  been  leaders  and  instrumental 
supporters  of  Lenoir-Rhyne,"  said  L-R  Vice  Presi- 
dent for  Development  Clarence  L.  Pugh.  "Harley 
Shuford  Sr.;  his  brothers;  their  father,  A.  Alex 
Shuford  Sr.;  and  the  entire  Shuford  family  have 
given  freely  of  their  time  and  energy,  as  well  as 
financial  resources,  to  benefit  the  college. 

"Members  of  the  in- 
dividual families  have 
served  on  the  board  of 
trustees,  board  of  visitors 
(development  board), 
alumni  board  and  com- 
mittees too  numerous  to 
list,"  Pugh  said.  "In  ef- 
fect, they  have  been  a 
part  of  everything  good 
here  at  Lenoir-Rhyne." 
Shuford  Memorial 
Gymnasium  and  Shuford 
Physical  Education 
Center  on  campus  repre- 
sent two  of  the  Shufords 
most  significant  gifts  to 
Lenoir-Rhyne. 
The  gymnasium  was  completed  in  1957  with 
$525,000  donated  by  Shuford  Mills  Inc.  and  was 
named  for  A.  Alex  Shuford  Sr.,  former  president 
and  chairman  of  the  corporation.  The  physical 
education  center  followed  in  1979.  The  facility  was 
funded  by  gifts  of  the  Shuford  families  and  Hickory 
area  citizens  in  response  to  a  $500,000  challenge 
gift  by  the  late  A.  Alex  Shuford  Jr.,  Harley  Shuford's 
brother. 

Harley  F.  Shuford  Sr.,  Hickory  industrialist  and 
member  of  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  Board  of  Trustees, 
was  recognized  for  his  family's  latest  gift  of  $2.5 
million  during  the  Feb.  3  public  launch  of  the 
Lenoir-Rhyne's  Centennial  Renewal  Campaign  on 
campus. 

Shuford  is  serving  as  general  chairman  of  the 
campaign,  which  will  culminate  with  the  school's 
centennial  in  1991.  The  campaign  seeks  $24  million 
in  gift  support  for  campus  improvements,  current 
operations  and  institutional  endowment. 
As  general  chairman,  Shuford  serves  as  chief  ex-

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ecutive  officer,  sup- 
plying active  leader- 
ship, spirit  and  tone 
to  the  campaign. 

"I  decided  to  take 
an  active  role  in  the 
campaign  because  I 
strongly  believe  in 
the  college,  its  mis- 
sion and  its  presi- 
dent, John  Trainer," 
Shuford  said. 

"Throughout  its 
history,  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  has 
provided  academic 
excellence  to  its 
students  and  overall 
leadership  to  its 
community,"  he  said 
its  people  have  provided  so  much  to  all 
of  us  who  live  here.  This  campaign  is  an 
excellent  opportunity  for  us  in  the  com- 
munity to  give  something  back  to  the 
college." 

Founder  and  former  president  of 
Century  Furniture  Co.  and  Cen- 
tury Chair  Co.,  Shuford  also  has 
served  as  president  of  Valdese 
Weavers  and  Shuford  Mills  Inc. 
He  was  a  representative  in  the  North 
Carolina  General  Assembly  for  two 
terms.  He  currently  serves  as  chairman 
of  the  board  for  Century  Furniture, 
Valdese  Weavers  and  Shuford  Mills. 
Additionally,  Shuford  has  directed  a

number  of  community  projects.  He  head- 
ed a  $3  million  campaign  that  resulted 
in  the  renovation  of  the  old  Claremont 
High  School  in  Hickory  into  the  Arts 
Center  of  Catawba  Valley. 

In  1977,  Shuford  received  an  honorary 
doctor  of  laws  degree  from  Lenoir- 
Rhyne.  The  college's  Business  Council 
named  him  "Man  of  the  Year"  in  1986. 

"Harley  Shuford  long  has  been  a 
source  of  encouragement  and  inspiration 
to  those  of  us  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  through 
his  never-ending  devotion  to  his  family, 
church,  community  and  profession,"  said 
Dr.  John  E.  Trainer  Jr.,  L-R  president.

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Not  Just  For  The  'Needy' 

Lenoir-Rhyne's  'No-Need'  Financial  Aid  Options 
Benefit  Students  In  All  Financial  Situations 


Whoever  says  financial  aid  is 
only  for  the  "needy"  hasn't 
seen  the  latest  in  offerings 
at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College. 
Educational  aid  may  have 
originated  as  assistance  for  the  poor,  but 
at  Lenoir-Rhyne  the  concept  has  evolv- 
ed into  much  more. 

College  can  be  expensive,  whether  the 
institution  is  state-supported  or  private. 
Few  families  have  the  resources  to  meet 
college  tuition  rates  for  four  years,  not 
to  mention  books,  registration  and  lab 
fees,  plus  campus  living  expenses.  And, 
as  a  result,  higher  education  can  become 
a  financial  burden  for  many  students. 

At  most  schools,  if  a  student's  family 
fails  to  qualify  as  "lower-class"  or 
"poverty-level,"  based  on  annual  income, 
he  or  she  automatically  is  ineligible  for 
financial  aid. 

These  stringent  federal  government 
standards  leave  numerous  young  people 
to  fend  for  themselves.  By  choice,  many 
of  them  struggle  and  sacrifice  to  achieve 
an  education.  Unfortunately,  however, 
others  choose  not  to  attempt  it  at  all. 

Lenoir-Rhyne  College  is  taking  steps  to 
remedy  this  situation  by  helping  students 
of  all  resource  levels  to  overcome  finan- 
cial barriers  that  may  stand  in  the  way 
of  their  higher  education. 

"No  one  ever  should  be  denied  an  op- 
portunity to  further  his  or  her  education 
because  of  financial  problems,"  said  Ed- 
ward J.  Clark,  L-R  director  of  financial 
aid. 

"We  all  experience  financial  strain; 
there's  nothing  wrong  with  that.  The 
good  news  is  that  Lenoir-Rhyne  now  can 
provide  assistance  to  anyone  who  may 
need  it,  no  matter  what  classification 
they're  in." 

With  the  development  of  "no-need" 
financial-aid  programs,  Lenoir-Rhyne  of- 
ficials hope  to  narrow  the  gap  between 


the  financial  extremes. 

"Students  no  longer  must  fall  through 
the  cracks  because  their  financial  status 
is  just  beyond  the  limit  to  receive  a  need- 
based  scholarship  or  just  below  the  point 
of  living  comfortably,"  Clark  explained. 
"Our  'no-need'  options  will  benefit 
students  at  any  point  along  the  financial 
spectrum." 

Lenoir-Rhyne  has  been  in  the  forefront 
in  offering  loan  and  work-study  plans  for 
students  not  eligible  for  federal  aid. 

The  LRC  Loan  Program  may  lend  a 
student  up  to  $10,000,  or  $2,500  per  year, 
at  a  12  percent  interest  rate.  Interest  dues 
are  payable  on  a  quarterly  basis. 
However,  principle  payments  need  not 
be  made  as  long  as  the  student  carries 
a  full  course  load.  Upon  graduation,  if 
the  student  repays  half  of  the  borrowed 
principle  within  the  first  year,  the  college 
will  forgive  the  remaining  50  percent. 

Lenoir-Rhyne's  student  employment 
plan,  also  viewed  as  a  "self-help  pro- 
gram," allows  students  to  receive  finan- 
cial aid  in  exchange  for  work  on 
campus  or  in  non-profit  organizations  in 
the  community. 

Under  the  college's  no-need  work- 
study    program,    students    work    a 


maximum  of  10  hours  each  week.  The 
nature  of  the  employment  and  its  com- 
pensation is  identical  to  those  included 
in  the  need-based  plan  sponsored  by  the 
federal  government. 

"The  work-study  programs  are  design- 
ed not  only  to  benefit  students  financial- 
ly, but  also  to  teach  employment  skills 
and  help  them  develop  relationships 
with  faculty  and  staff,"  Clark  said. 

In  addition  to  loan  and  work-study 
plans,  a  third  option  exists  for  students 
with  high  academic  standings— the  L-R 
Honors  Scholarship  Program.  According 
to  Clark,  Lenoir-Rhyne  awards  approx- 
imately $750,000  in  a  variety  of  "talent 
scholarships"  each  year. 

Regardless  of  the  means  of  assistance, 
Lenoir-Rhyne  strives  to  meet  the  "com- 
plete need"  of  all  students.  Through  a 
variety  of  programs,  the  office  dispenses 
a  total  of  nearly  $4  million  in  annual  aid 
to  approximately  57  percent  of  the  stu- 
dent body.  Students  receive  an  additional 
$2  million  in  aid  from  federal,  state  and 
other  off-campus  sources. 

"Most  schools  cover  only  partial  need, 
but  Lenoir-Rhyne  prides  itself  in  meeting 
the  full  need  of  every  student,"  said 
Clark.

It's  Not  Chugging,  It's  Not  Sputtering. 
It's  Rolling  Into  Hickory. 


The  old  adage  "good  news  travels 
fast"  appears  to  be  a  fitting  tribute 
to  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  this  year,  or 
so  say  several  of  its  students. 
The  count  is  11,  hardly  a  represen- 
tative sampling  of  the  L-R  student 
body.  But  this  particular  group  stands  as 
proof. 

They  come  from  a  small  area  south  of 
Atlanta.  All  from  one  high  school,  most  from 
the  same  graduating  class.  And  many  of  them 
from  a  single  Lutheran  church. 

These  youths  didn't  plan  college  careers 
together,  but  neither  are  their  appearances 
at  Lenoir-Rhyne  coincidental.  The  answer  is 
quite  simple,  they  say.  When  news  about 
Lenoir-Rhyne  hit  Peachtree  City,  Ga.,  and 
Mcintosh  High  School, 
it  spread. 

Some  heard  about 
the  school  through 
older  friends  already 
involved  in  the  L-R 
experience.  Others 
learned  about  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  through  its 
Lutheran  ties  with 
Christ  Our  Shepherd 
Lutheran  Church  in 
Peachtree  City. 

But  why  choose 
Lenoir-Rhyne?  Why 
not  a  larger,  state- 
supported  school  or  a 
Lutheran  college 
closer  to  home? 

For  many  of  the 
Mcintosh    students, 

these  characteristics  were  the  very  ones  to 
avoid.  The  appeal,  instead,  pointed  toward  a 
smaller  campus  in  a  new,  somewhat  distant, 
area. 

Fine.  But  these  students  had  hundreds  of 
small,  private  colleges  in  the  South  alone 
from  which  to  choose.  Why  Lenoir-Rhyne? 

"Because  Lenoir-Rhyne  felt  like  home," 
L-R  junior  and  Mcintosh  graduate  Dawn  Col- 
bert said  simply. 

"When  I  visited  larger  campuses,  I  felt  like 
a  wanderer,  trying  to  find  my  way  through 
a  maze  of  buildings  and  classrooms.  And  no 
one  seemed  willing  to  help,"  she  explained. 

However,  Lenoir-Rhyne  was  different.  The 
campus  was  friendly  and  spirited,  she  said. 


"At  Lenoir-Rhyne,"  Miss  Colbert  said,  "I 
found  family." 

The  family  atmosphere  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  has 
been,  without  question,  the  main  attraction 
for  students  from  the  Peachtree  City  area,  as 
well  as  untold  others.  Youths  find  the  cam- 
pus conducive  to  interpersonal  relationships 
with  peers  and  even  faculty  and  staff. 

"The  college  is  small  enough  to  get  to  know 
classmates  and  work  one-on-one  with  pro- 
fessors," freshman  T  R.  Wenning  pointed  out. 

Fellow  students  and  instructors  alike  seem 
eager  to  help  with  problems,  and  students 
always  receive  fair  and  equal  treatment,  he 
said. 

"The  small-school  atmosphere  has  been 
important  to  me,"  said  Todd  Elrod,  also  a

freshman. 

"Being  a  good  student  doesn't  come  easy 
for  me.  In  fact,  I  need  all  the  help  I  can  get!" 
he  added.  "At  Lenoir-Rhyne,  the  faculty  care 
about  students,  not  just  their  next  paycheck." 

Miss  Colbert  said  Lenoir-Rhyne  has  offered 
her  many  opportunities  which  would  have 
been  unlikely  had  she  attended  a  larger 
institution.  Most  significant  has  been  her 
work  with  the  L-R  student  newpaper,  the 
"Lenoir-Rhynean."  She  recently  became 
editor  of  the  publication. 

"I  have  been  allowed  a  primary  role  in  the 
newspaper's  decision-making  process.  My  in- 
put has  counted  on  issues  as  important  as 
choosing  computer  equipment  for  the  Lenoir- 


Rhynean,"  she  said.  "I  probably  wouldn't  have 
had  that  opportunity  somewhere  else." 

"Lenoir-Rhyne  definitely  is  a  unique  place," 
agreed  Laurie  S.  Dunton,  L-R  admissions 
counselor.  "But  this  also  is  a  unique  group  of 
students.  That  was  obvious  during  my  visit 
to  Mcintosh  High  School  in  1987. 1  interview- 
ed four  times  as  many  students  as  normal!" 
Despite  their  common  ground,  however, 
the  Mcintosh  students  have  proven  to  be  quite 
individualists,  she  said.  "Their  ties  go  back 
a  number  of  years.  So,  I  found  it  interesting 
that  no  two  of  them  chose  to  room  together 
here  at  Lenoir-Rhyne. 

"They  have  maintained  friendships,  yet 
challenged  themselves  to  adjust  independent- 
ly to  a  new  environment  and  different 
lifestyle,"  she  said.

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Record  Contributions  To  Campaign 
Lead  To  Ail-Time  High  In  Giving 


Thanks  to  record  contributions 
already  received  on  behalf  of 
the  Centennial  Renewal  Cam- 
paign, gifts  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  Col- 
lege are  at  an  all-time  high. 

With  three  months  (March,  April,  May) 
remaining  in  this  fiscal  year,  the  college 
has  received  gifts  of  cash  and  other 
assets  of  approximately  $6.5  million,  sur- 
passing the  previous  record  of  $2,549,314 
for  fiscal-year  giving  by  almost  $4 
million.  The  old  record  was  set  during 
the  1984-85  fiscal  year. 

Vice  President  of  Development 
Clarence  Pugh  explains,  "Obviously,  the 
very  positive  response  to  the  capital 
campaign  is  the  reason  for  this  new  suc- 
cess, and  we  are  extremely  fortunate  to 
already  have  received  such  a  large 
percentage  of  cash  payments  toward 
campaign  pledges  considering  the  of- 
ficial kickoff  was  only  February  3. 


"However,  this  makes  it  more  exciting 
since  it  means  the  board  of  trustees  and 
the  college  are  able  to  put  these  gifts  in- 
to action  on  behalf  of  the  campaign  ob- 
jectives much  earlier  than  would  be  the 
norm." 

Non-campaign  giving  is  running  slight- 
ly behind  last  year,  at  $1,011,912  com- 
pared to  $1,087,516.  Gifts  for  current 
operations,  the  primary  beneficiary  of 
the  Loyalty  Fund,  total  $600,823.  For  the 
comparable  nine-month  period  in 
1987-88,  contributions  for  current  opera- 
tions were  $699,237. 

"While  we  are  enjoying  great  success 
overall  in  our  total  gifts  for  this  year,  we 
must  not  forget  the  'bread  and  butter' 
needs  of  the  college  —  current  opera- 
tions," Pugh  adds. 

"It  is  that  direct  support  that  balances 
our  budget  and,  while  doing  so,  enables 
us  to  offset  the  tuition  and  fees  charged 


to  our  students.  That  support  pays  the 
daily  expenses  of  payroll,  utilities,  library 
books,  physical  plant  maintenance,  and 
the  like.  Current  operations  is  vital  for 
today." 

The  Centennial  Renewal  Campaign 
strategy  is  emphasizing  the  need  for  con- 
tinued support  in  annual  gifts,  such  as 
Loyalty  Fund,  throughout  the  campaign 
period.  Donors  are  being  asked  to  main- 
tain their  annual  giving,  while  making 
their  special  gifts  to  the  $24  million 
campaign. 

The  college's  Loyalty  Fund  campaign 
is  ongoing.

Scholarship  Honors 
Former  Faculty  Member 


Dr.  Walter  T.  Nau,  a  former 
member  of  the  foreign- 
language  faculty  at  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College,  has  been 
honored  by  the  Hickory 
Rotary  Club  with  a  scholarship  fund  in 
his  name. 

Established  by  the  Rotary  Club's  board 
of  directors,  the  Walter  T.  Nau  Scholar- 
ship Fund  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  has  been 
designated  to  provide  annual  scholarship 
aid  to  "deserving  and  needy"  students  in 
western  North  Carolina.  Primary  reci- 
pients will  be  those  majoring  in  modern 
language,  education  or  international 
business. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  gift,  a  por- 
tion of  an  annual  $2,500  grant  from  the 
Rotary  Club  will  build  an  endowment 
fund  that  will  perpetuate  the  scholarship.

L-R  Experience  Helped 
Prepare  Lail  For  'Write'  Career 


When    Steve    Lail    entered 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College  as  a 
freshman  in  1963,  his  only 
writing    experience    had 
been  as  a  columnist  for  the 
Hickory  High  School  student  newspaper 
and  as  a  part-time  sportswriter  for  the 
Hickory  Daily  Record. 

"But  after  one  year  of  good  fortune  of 
being  taught  by  people  like  Dr.  Suzanne 
Jeffers  and  Dr.  Laura  Clayton,"  Steve  ex- 
plains, "I  pretty  much  figured  that  some- 
day I  would  write.  But  I  didn't  know 
what,  how  and  when  that  would  take 
place." 

Now,  just  more  than  25  years  later, 
Steve  is  the  author  of  six  books,  in- 
cluding two  popular  satires  on  PTL  — 
"Six  Flags  Over  PTL:  Fun  With  Jim  and 
Tammy"  and  "Six  Flags  Over  PTL:  More 
Fun  With  Jim  and  Tammy." 
Talk  about  being  in  the  right  place  at 


the  right  time!  "I  started  poking  fun  at 
the  Bakkers  in  1985,"  he  says,  "and  I 
already  had  written  two  novelty  books 
about  them  when  their  scandal  broke  in 
March  of  1987." 

A  Hickory  native  who  was  paralyzed 
in  a  fall,  Steve  recently  published  his 
latest  work,  "The  Truth  About  Rain- 
bows."

"The  man  had  incredible  patience  with 
me,  because,  when  it  comes  to  writing, 
I  have  no  discipline,"  Steve  says.  "Mr.  Nor- 
ris's  patience  and  tutelage  gave  me  a 
good,  sound  foundation  for  the  writing 
I  would  do  when  I  transferred  to  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  as  a  junior 
in  1965."

Young  Basketball  Teams  Poised  For  Successful  Seasons  In  '90 


Both  the  Bear  and  Lady  Bear 
basketball  seasons  came  to  a 
close  in  the  first  round  of  the 
Carolinas  Conference  tourna- 
ment, but  each  squad  seems 
poised  to  improve  next  season. 

The  Bears,  under  John  Lentz  74,  im- 
proved their  record  for  the  third  year  in 
a  row  and  graduate  just  one  senior  from 
this  season's  11-15  squad. 

The  Bears  went  through  the  season 
without  all-conference  forward  Tim 
Southern  (academics)  and  lost  three 
other  starters  —  guard  Rodney  Melton 
and  forwards  John  Jones  and  Matt  Trex- 
ler  —  in  early  January. 

Lentz's  troops  seemed  destined  for  a 
long,  tough  year,  but  the  emergence  of 
sophomore  Jody  Petty  and  freshmen 
Mike  Cottrell  and  Jason  Coleman  gave 
the  Bears  a  spark.  Junior  Mark  Jackson 


became  the  team's  floor  leader  and  was 
recognized  for  his  outstanding  season 
(15.2  ppg,  7.2  rpg)  by  earning  a  place  on 
the  All-Carolinas  Conference  team. 

Lentz  is  in  his  third  recruiting  season 
and  has  his  eyes  on  some  top  players. 
The  former  Bear  standout  hopes  to  add 
two  inside  players,  a  swing  player  and  a 
guard  before  next  season.  With  Jackson, 
Cottrell  (11.7  ppg),  Petty  (10.6)  and  Col- 
eman returning,  along  with  recovery 
from  injuries  by  Jones  and  Trexler,  Lentz 
and  the  Bears  could  turn  the  corner  next 
year. 

The  Lady  Bears  suffered  through  a 
tough  rebuilding  campaign,  but  head 
coach  Barbara  Buchanan  was  able  to  get 
a  lot  of  young  players  some  important 
playing  time.  Buchanan  hopes  that  will 
mean  more  success  next  year  and 
beyond. 


The  team's  9-14  record  in  no  way 
reflects  the  play  of  the  Lady  Bears'  top 
player,  forward  Toni  Steed.  Steed,  who 
made  the  all-conference  and  all-district 
teams  for  the  second  straight  year, 
averaged  19.7  points  and  14.1  rebounds 
a  game.  The  Lenoir,  NC,  junior  should 
become  the  Lady  Bears  all-time  top  re- 
bounder  sometime  next  season. 

Buchanan  started  three  freshmen 
much  of  the  season,  and  all  should  be 
big  contributors  next  year.  Guard  Christi 
Cranford  (10.7  ppg)  ran  the  team  at  point 
guard  and  dished  off  75  assists.  Forwards 
Kendra  Holcomb  (11.1)  and  Cathy  Potter 
(9.4)  should  continue  in  starting  roles 
next  year. 

Like  the  men's  team,  the  Lady  Bears 
lose  just  one  senior.  With  a  couple  of 
added  newcomers,  Buchanan's  fifth  year 
should  be  much  improved.

To  All-Carolinas  Conference  Teams 


Lenoir-Rhyne  College  placed  a 
pair  of  players  on  the  recently 
announced  All-Carolinas  Con- 
ference basketball  teams  for  the 
1988-89  season. 
Mark  Jackson  and  Toni  Steed  were 
named  to  the  men's  and  women's  team, 
respectively.  Both  are  juniors. 

Jackson,  a  native  of  Charlotte,  was 
picked  to  the  team  for  the  first  time  after 
a  solid  season  in  which  he  led  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  in  scoring,  rebounding  and  field- 
goal  percentage. 

A  former  Independence  High  School 
standout,  Jackson  averaged  14.9  points 
and  7.1  rebounds  and  was  among  the 
conference  leaders  in  field  goal  shooting 
at  59.6%.

leader  and  is  majoring  in  history. 

Steed  was  named  to  her  second 
straight  all-conference  team  following  an 
outstanding  season.  The  Lenoir  native 
averaged  19.7  points  and  a  conference- 
and  district-high  14.1  rebounds  a  game. 
The  former  West  Caldwell  High  product 
also  led  the  Lady  Bears  in  steals  with  65 
and  dished  off  60  assists  while  shooting 
over  53%  from  the  field.  She  is  major- 
ing in  communication. 

Steed,  a  5-8  forward,  established 
herself  as  one  of  the  top  players  in  Lady 
Bear  history  during  the  season  and  end- 
ed her  junior  year  as  the  third  leading 
all-time  Lady  Bear  scorer  with  1,235 
career  points.  Steed,  who  hauled  in  324 
rebounds  this  season,  has  a  chance  to 
become  the  school's  all-time  leading  re- 
bounder  next  year.

The  Bears  also  received  conference  cham- 
pionship rings  during  the  ceremony. 
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Lenoir-Rhyne  Gains  NCAA 
Division  II  Acceptance 


Lenoir-Rhyne  College  officials 
have  announced  that  the  school 
has  been  accepted  for  member- 
ship in  Division  II  of  the  Na- 
tional Collegiate  Athletic 
Association  (NCAA). 

The  acceptance,  announced  at  the  re- 
cent NCAA  convention  in  San  Francisco, 
is  effective  immediately. 

A  long-time  member  of  the  National 
Association  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics 
(NAIA),  Lenoir-Rhyne  applied  for  NCAA 
membership  during  the  summer  of  1988 
with  hopes  of  competing  as  a  dual 
member  in  both  organizations.  College 
officials  said  Lenoir-Rhyne  will  continue 
to  compete  as  an  NAIA  member  for  now. 

"There  is  a  two-year  period  in  which 
we  are  unable  to  compete  for  champion- 
ships at  the  Division  II  level,  but  other 
than  that,  we  are  officially  in  (the  NCAA), 
with  all  those  rights  and  privileges,"  said 
Dr.  Keith  Ochs,  athletic  director  at  the 
college.  "Over  the  next  two  years,  we 
will  evaluate  which  direction  we  want  to 
take  athletically  Since  our  conference, 
the  SAC-8,  is  still  NAIA-affiliated,  we  will 
compete  as  such  for  now." 

Some  noticeable  changes  stemming 
from  the  move  will  involve  scheduling 
for  football  and  men's  basketball.  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  will  be  required  to  play  two  foot- 
ball games  and  six  or  seven  basketball 
games  each  year  against  teams  classified 
as  NCAA  Division  II  or  higher.  Wofford, 
a  Division  II  member  and  long-time  L-R 
football  rival,  will  remain  on  the  Bear 
football  schedule  and  probably  will 
become  a  basketball  opponent. 

Western  Carolina  University  joins  the 
football  schedule  for  next  season,  and 
the  Hickory-East  Rotary  Classic  basket- 
ball tournament  may  become  a  Division 
II-oriented  event.  A  couple  of  current 


basketball  rivals,  dual-affiliate  members 
Pembroke  State  and  Pfeiffer,  probably 
will  remain  on  the  Bear  schedule  as  Divi- 
sion II  opponents. 

"Our  scheduling  is  pretty  well  in  line 
with  the  addition  of  Western  Carolina  in 
football  and  the  prospects  of  playing 
Wofford,  Pfeiffer  and  Pembroke  State  in 
basketball,"  said  Ochs.  "We  need  to  begin 
the  process  of  upgrading  the  rest  of  our 
programs." 

Lenoir-Rhyne  president  Dr.  John  E. 
Trainer  Jr.  said  the  time  is  right  for  the 
college  to  align  with  the  NCAA  and  that 
this  "testing  of  the  waters"  gives  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  a  number  of  possibilities  and  op- 
portunities for  the  future. 

"We  think  the  NCAA  offers  some  real 
advantages  in  both  reputation  and 
credibility,"  Trainer  said.  "In  effect,  we 
are  putting  our  feet  in  two  camps  to  bet- 
ter determine  our  course  in  the  long 
run." 

But  Trainer  said  the  school's  dual  af- 
filiation status  is  not  likely  to  stand  for 
a  long  period  of  time. 

"Presently,  we  are  satisfied  with  our 
SAC-8  and  NAIA  membership,"  said 
Trainer.  "Some  other  possibilities  exist, 
though,  and,  while  nothing  is  looming  in 
the  near  future,  our  NCAA  affiliation 
keeps  a  number  of  doors  open  for  us." 

One  possibility  will  depend  on  how  the 
NAIA  reacts  to  a  current  issue  of  realign- 
ment within  its  structure.  At  present, 
NAIA  championship  play  is  based  on  a 
district  system  in  all  sports  except  foot- 
ball. Since  a  comprehensive  SAC-8  will 
begin  play  in  1989-90,  concerns  have 
been  raised  over  the  district  format.  The 
SAC-8  is  comprised  of  teams  from  three 
NAIA  districts  —  24  (Tennessee),  6  (South 
Carolina),  and  26  (North  Carolina)  —  and 
the  NAIA  has  made  no  ruling  which 


would  allow  a  SAC-8  champion  to 
automatically  advance  to  the  playoffs  in 
any  sport  but  football. 

"Certainly  this  issue  will  greatly  affect 
our  direction  along  with  the  other  teams 
in  the  SAC-8,"  said  Trainer. 

It  is  believed  that  a  failure  by  the  NAIA 
to  re-format  its  championship  system 
could  push  more  teams  in  the  SAC-8  to 
seek  Division  II  status. 

"It  is  possible  that  the  SAC-8  could,  as 
a  league,  join  Division  II,"  said  Trainer. 
"Some  of  the  schools  have  already  ex- 
plored the  possibility  of  dual  affiliation." 

Trainer  emphasized  that  the  NAIA  is 
definitely  in  the  picture  as  a  long-term 
athletic  affiliation. 

"In  a  few  years,  we  may  just  conclude 
that  the  NAIA  is  the  proper  home  for  our 
athletic  interests,"  Trainer  said.  "We  have 
really  made  some  significant  steps  over 
the  past  three  to  four  years  as  far  as 
academic  guidelines  in  the  SAC-8  and  the 
Carolinas  Conference.  The  next  couple 
of  years  will  be  very  important  for  us  to 
position  ourselves  toward  long-term 
athletic  stability."

Former  NAIA  All-America  Receiver 
Joins  Lenoir-Rhyne  Coaching  Staff

Lenoir-Rhyne  College  head  foot- 
ball coach  John  Perry  has  an- 
nounced the  addition  of  Kim 
Graham  to  the  Bear  staff  as  the 
team's  offensive  coordinator. 
Graham  replaces  Charlie  Fisher,  who 
resigned  in  January  to  take  a  similar  post 
at  Elon  College. 

Graham  comes  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  from 
Liberty  University,  where  he  served  on 
the  staff  of  the  Lynchburg,  VA,  school  for 
some  11  years.  Graham  held  a  variety  of 
offensive  coaching  roles  on  the  Liberty 
staff,  including  offensive  coordinator  in 
1987  and  1988. 

"We  feel  very  for  fortunate  to  have  a 
coach  with  Kim's  experience  joining  our 
staff,"  said  Perry.  "Liberty's  offensive 
system,  which  Kim  ran  the  last  couple 
of  years,  is  very  similar  to  our  own,  so 
we  feel  comfortable  with  him  stepping 
in.  He  has  a  very  broad  recruiting 
background    and    has    also    coached 


through  an  NAIA-NCAA  dual  affiliation 
situation  at  Liberty,  similar  to  our  stan- 
ding now.  We  are  very  happy  to  have 
him." 

A  native  of  Milan,  OH,  Graham  was  an 
NAIA  Ail-American  receiver  and  team 
captain  during  his  collegiate  career  at 
Georgetown  College  in  Kentucky. 
Following  a  free-agent  tryout  with  the 
NFLs  Cleveland  Browns,  Graham  rejoin- 
ed his  alma  mater  as  a  graduate  assistant 
coach  and  earned  his  master's  degree  in 
1978. 

After  his  brief  coaching  stint  at 
Georgetown,  Graham  joined  the  staff  at 
Liberty,  then  know  as  Liberty  Baptist 
College.  Under  head  coach  Tom  Dowl- 
ing,  Graham  coached  the  Flames' 
receivers  for  four  seasons,  then  became 
quarterback  coach  in  1982. 

Dowling  left  Liberty  following  the  1983 
season,  but  Graham  remained  under 
new  head  coach  Morgan  Hout.  Graham 
became  recruiting  coordinator  for  the 
Flames  and  also  coached  receivers  for 
the  1984  and  1985  seasons. 

The  next  season,  1986,  Graham  serv- 
ed as  quarterback  coach,  before  being 
elevated  to  offensive  coordinator  in  1987. 
Last  season,  the  Flame  offense  ranked 
19th  in  NCAA  I-AA  scoring  offense  at 
28.7  points  a  game.  Liberty  was  8-3  a 
year  ago  in  its  first  season  at  the  I-AA 
level. 

As  receiver  coach  in  the  mid-80s, 
Graham  also  coached  a  couple  of  future 
NFL  players.  Receivers  Fred  Banks, 
originally  with  the  Cleveland  Browns, 
and  Kelvin  Edwards,  presently  a  Dallas 
Cowboy,  came  from  Liberty's  offensive 
system. 

Graham,  34,  is  married  to  the  former 
Andrea  Channel  of  Mansfield,  OH.  They 
have  two  sons:  Chad,  5,  and  Travis,  2, 
and  a  daughter  Brieann  born  February 
27.
